PORK IMPORTATION. 


And It is Ascertained that The} 
All Oppose Howe for the 
Cabinet. 


It is not Believed that Either 
Howe or Lincoln will go into 
the Cabinet. 


There does not appear to be any senti­ 
ment in the .State against State Treasur­ 
er Guenther holding Ha present office 
and at tile same time being a member of 
the Forty-seventh Congress. At first it 
was supposed he would resign the treas­ 
urership, but after advising with the 
best constitutional lawyers in the State, 
he has decided to retain that office. It 
is true he will draw two salaries at the 
same time till the last day of next De­ 
cember—-$5,000 a year as Congressmen, 
and as much more a sState treasurer—but 
there is no law against Ins enjoj ing this 
fortunate circumstance, and lienee he 
will finish his term as State treasurer. 
The Milwaukee Sentinel in discussing 
tile matter recently, said: 
lie (Guenther) said that his friends 
advised him not to resign, as it would 
necessitate a special election, which 
cost the State at least $30,CTO. There 
was no more impropriety iii his holding 
his present office, than engaging in some 
private business, which he would be com­ 
pelled to do if lie resigned. The other 
Congressmen iii the State pursued their 
usual avocations when home, and why 
should he not retain his present position? 
Even aft?r qualifying as a Congressman 
he might hold tile office of State Treasur­ 
er for the reason mentioned, as there was 
nothing in the constitution of the State 
or the United States forbidding it. The 
people of the commonwealth w ould in no 
wise be the gainer through the proposed 
action on his part, and it would only cre­ 
ate an unnecessary disturbance in the 
politics of the State.

HOWE AND THE CABINET. 


THE REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHARI­ 
TIES. 
The tenth annual report of the State 
board of charities and reform is just 
published. It is a volume of nearly 350 
pages and contains a great many facts, 
suggestions and statistics that are of 
special importance. 
We notice there 
is a marked difference in the report of 
the board regarding the jails, from that 
made 
last 
year. 
The 
Ra­ 
cine 
jail 
which 
had 
become 
notoriously bad on account of its filthy 
condition, poor ventilation, and so on, is 
much improved, though a new jail is 
needed. According ti the notes of vis­ 
its t) the jails of the State, the one 
which stands the lowest in all respects is 
that at Kenosha. When we consider that 
Kenosha county is regarded as an intel­ 
ligent one, and that there is no county 
indebtedness, it is difficult to understand 
why the couuty is disgraced with its 
present j?;t. 
There does not seem 
to 
be 
a 
single 
redeeming 
feature about the jad. It is small, in­ 
sure, extremely unhealthy, ami can not 
be kept clean. The Slid iff is compelled 
to live two years in a “dark, damp cellar 
with two women, one of them violently 
insane, and separated by only the thick­ 
ness of a single door from the jail which 
contains insane men, idiots, criminals, 
accused persons, aud a constant stream 
of dirty tramps, more in number than in 
any other county in the State.” 
The cost of prisoners’ board is given 
for all the counties in the State, and we 
notioe that the cost per week is lower in 
Rock county than in any other county in 
Wisconsin. In Rock the price is $2.50, 
while in other counties the cost runs 
$3.0) to $7.00, tin' counties paying $7.00 
per week for prisoners’ board being Mar­ 
athon, Taylor, and Wood; while Doug­ 
lass, St. Croix, ami Vernon pay $5.00. 
The total number of persons commit­ 
ted to jail during the year 1880 was 
1,500, and of this number only 208 were 
females; aud tho number in jail on the 
first of Octolier, 18*40, was 209, only 
eleven of whom were women. 
There are many interesting facts and 
much profitable information given in the 
report, aud we hope tho distribution of 
the report ai11 be liberally and wisely 
made.

W a sh in g t o n, Feb. 21—The Wisconsin 
delegation in Congress, including Sena­ 
tor Matt Carpenter, has been a great deal 
excited at the report?! visit of Senator- 
elect Sawyer to Mentor, and of his rec­ 
ommendation of Judge Howe for a cab­ 
inet position. It is ascertained, after 
polling the delegation, that a great ma­ 
jority, perhaps all, oppose the oppoiut- 
ment of Judge Howe, aud are irritated 
that Senator-elect Sawyer should have 
taken this course without consulting 
some members of the delegation. One 
of them, • speaking very bitterly of 
this visit to-night, says that if General 
Garfield shall select Judge Howe, he 
will have stopped at the wrong political 
grave. 


ANOTHER DISPATCH. 
W a sh in g to n, Feb. 21—It is not believ­ 
ed that young Bob Lincoln will go into 
the cabinet, nor Howe, of Wisconsin. 
Lincoln is now in the city. His presence 
here t3 some is significant, but his visit 
is solely on law’ business. The story that 
Howe is going into the cabinet originated 
with Senator-elect Philetus Sawyer, of 
Wisconsin. Sawyer was under obligations 
to Howe for his Senatorial election. 
After it was over Howe 
got 
him 
to go to Mentor and urge his claims. Of 
course Garfield treated him with consid­ 
eration, and Sawyer rushed back to Wis­ 
consin saying the matter was fixed. 
He 
dropped these observations also in the 
ears of several watchful newspaper cor­ 
respondents, and in this way the story 
got out that old Grandmother Howe was 
going into the cabinet. 


The D ecree o f the French G overn­ 
m ent A gainst A m erican Fork. 


L o n d o n, Feb. 21.—A dispatch from 
Paris states that tile importation of pork 
is forbidden becasse of tile prevalence of 
trichinosis, and the impossibility of ex­ 
amining cargoes at the ports of landing. 
In view, however, of the considerable 
consumption of pork by the lower classes, 
the French government will try to devise 
less stringent but a sufficiently protective 
method. 


N e w Y o r k . Fob. 21.—Secretary Grant, 
of the New York Produce Exchange, said 
to-day that tile French authorities were 
evidently determined to all in their pow­ 
er to injure the trade in American jiork 
Exaggerated reports in regard to dis­ 
eased meat had been circulated in France. 
A representative of Fowler Brothers, 
on the Exchange to-day, remarked, “I 
had this morning a cable message from 
Paris giving the 
welcome iuforma 
tion of the probability 
that 
the 
decree against the introduction of Amer­ 
ican pork would be modified. I have no 
doubt several American dealers have 
been shipping diseased meat to France. 
For several months past there has been a 
great demand for jiork in the French 
market, aud certain shippers in the 
United States have not been over and 
above careful alnuit the quality of meat 
sent abroad. On account of the care­ 
lessness of a few exjKirters the bus­ 
iness interests of many are made to suffer. 
It is sometimes very difficult to detect 
diseased meat. A powerful microscope 
and good judgment is necessary iii all 
instances. The action of the French 
Government is a severe blow to the 
trade. New shipments of American pork 
have entirely ceased, bat there are afloat 
upon the ocean a large nu miler of vessels 
laden with meat which will reach the 
French ports in a week or so.

A Singular Suicide. 


[From the London Telegraph.) 
Among the curisoities of suicidal an­ 
nals the recent proceedings of one Johan 
Treiehel, a merchant who put an end to 
his existence a few days ago at Argenau, 
w’ill in all probability obtain rank as bv 
no means the least extraordinary freak 
hitherto performed by eccentric self- 
slayers. Treiehel, it appears, lived over 
against a churcli-yard, and the constant 
contemplation of that melancholy enclos­ 
ure may possibly not only have caused 
him to grow’ weary of life, but inspired 
him with the dismal notion of preparing 
his grave with his own hands befo e 
qualifying for its occupancy. 
Scaling 
the churcli-yard wall one evening, he dug 
a hole in the earth seven feet deep, fixed 
his spade firmly across the top of this 
cavity, and hanged himself to a strong 
cord, one end of which he attached to 
the shaft of the spade. 
He had, some days before lie carried 
this novel method of suicide into execu­ 
tion, mentioned it, uppareutty in jest, to 
his wife ami one or two acquaintances. 
As, ou the night in question, he failed to 
return home from Iils work, Mrs. Trei- 
chel suspected that what had appeared 
to lier a mere pleasantry on her hus­ 
band’s part might prove to be grim 
earnest. She, therefore, sat up all night 
awaiting his advent in vain. and at dawn 
of day gaxed eagerly from her window 
upon the churcli-yard, where her eye, 
familiar with the aspect of the burying- 
grouud, instant detected a huge heap 
of freshly thrown up earth in one of its 
corners. She immediately roused the 
gate-keeper, and with him limned to the 
spot which had attracted her attention. 
There she found her husband, cold and 
stiff, hanging to his spade in the newly- 
diur grave, which must have cost him 
several hours of severe and unremitting 
toil.

stock. A first class building for the pur­ 
pose could be erected for about 87C4, and 
tile rents would pay ten to twenty per 
cent on the investment.

There is no reason why to­ 
bacco growers in this vicinity should be 
obliged to haul their tobacco to Janes 
Ville or Edgerton to find a market and a 
warehouse here would do away with all 
that. Freights are as low from here as 
from the former city, aud much less than 
from the latter point. We are prepared 
to take $25 worth of stock iii such a 
building, and we know others who w ill do 
as much or more. Talk it up, call a meet­ 
ing and the warehouse will be built on a 
solid foundation instead of on paper. 
Now is the time. Labor is plenty and 
material cheap as compared with former 
years.

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A Terrible Experience. 
Dr. J. C. C u t t e r , a graduate of Har- 
Yard, now physician to Kaitakushi, 
Sap pow, Japan) writes to the Boston 
Medical and Surgical Journal: 
“The Japanese sendo or boatman, 
upon a diet of boiled rice and weak 
tea, with pickled daikon (a kind of rad­ 
ish not unlike dock root) for a relish, 
will row or pole for hours without inter­ 
mission. 
Upon a similar diet, with an 
occasional bit of dried fish, ‘Jiuriki1 
will whirl you along in his two-wheeled 
•Pullman' at the rate of five to seven 
miles an hour. These men have been 
known to draw an adult Japanese gen­ 
tleman fifty to sixty miles in one day-^ 
the same man going the entire distance. 
I am credibly informed that a Tokio 
man drew in his ‘jin-riki-sha’ oue man 
ninety miles in twenty-four Consecutive 
hours. 
••On the 22d of March, 1880, M. 
Soma, aged fourteen years and four 
montlis, son of a ‘farmer soldier,' sta­ 
tioned in Sappow, accompanied by two 
young men aged fifteen and seventeen 
years respectively, left Tswischari to 
walk to Sap|>ow (twelve miles). Just 
before starting out, at about twelve rn., 
they partook of a luncheon of rice, 
daikon and tea. Each took with him 
two handfuls of cold boiled rice. Soma 
had. in addition, enough shoga (finger 
pickled in plum vinegar and salt) to 
uerve for relish for two meals. They 
had no alcohol or tobacco about them. 
They had no compass or means of maL 
ing a lire. 
Each bad a small half blan­ 
ket in addition to the dress of their 
oUss in life—that is, a cotton towel over 
their ears, an under kimono (a garment 
like a tunic reaching to their knees, 
opening in front, with large sleeves, 
into which the hands can be drawn) of 
simple cotton or cotton wadded kimono 
and a rough Aino coat, made from the 
inner bark of a forest tree, cotton leg­ 
gins, cotton tabi or shoe socks and straw 
sandals. 
“After coming about half way, owing 
to the falling snow, they lost the path. 
On account of the depth of the snow 
they had become wearied; so they took 
a brief rest. 
As evening was rapidly 
approaching they again endeavored to 
find the lost trail. 
After wandering 
about until tired nature could do no 
more they sat down on the snow amid 
the high swam]) grass and ate all the 
rice thpy had, as well as most of the 
shoga. They soon sank into a deep 
sleep. 
“In the morning they hat! no sensa­ 
tion in their feet or legs. They were 
unable to move from their resting place. 
On the 23d, 24th and 25th they disposed 
of all their food. On the night ot the 
28th the eldest ceased to speak; his 
companion could not get to his side. 
On the next day the middle one spoke 
his last audible words. From this time 
Soma lay in the same place, cating 
snow while it lasted, sipping water out 
of the adjacent pool, gesticulating and 
shouting to keep the carnivorous crows 
from their prey, his companions. 
“On the 23d, on accompli of the non- 
arrival of the party, ‘farmer soldiers1 
began to go out daily to scour the woods 
and swamps for the young men. On 
the morning of April 19, attracted by 
the swarms of crows circling about and 
perched on the neighboring trees, they 
found the two dead, and Soma speech­ 
less, pulseless, hardly able to compre­ 
hend the saving party, staring at them 
with a most vacant expression. They 
crushed some cold rice, added a little 
water, which they placed iii his month, 
and a little of it readied his stomach. 
He was wrapped in blankets, and on a 
rude blanket litter reached the hospital 
at five p. rn.. April 19, twenty-eight days 
from the time he left Tswischari, and 
twenty-five days since the last shoga 
was eaten. 
“ When fie reached the Bij’o-in he 
could not sjicak, opened his mouth 
with great difficulty, could not project 
his tongue, which had a white coating. 
Movements of the chest or abdomen 
were hardly detected; a low, respira­ 
tory murmur was heard with the steth- 
scope; no pulse at the wrists; impulse 
of heart very feeble; valve sounds In­ 
distinct. There was profound torpor 
of the brain and intellectual faculties. 
His body was excessively emaciated, 
fat and flesh had vanished, abdomen 
was retracted, eyes sunken deep in the 
sockets. No reflex action of arms or 
limbs when 
irritated. The buttocks 
were black and had begun to fall off; 
the feet were black, and both legs were 
dead as far as the middle third. 
“ Under the influence of warmth, 
stimulants and mild food, the pulse 
returned to the wrists the next day. 
On the third day he was able to answer 
a few questions, but slowly and with 
very low and indistinct voice. 
Since 
the first week he has steadily improved, 
intellectually and bodily. The but­ 
tocks are now sloughing, the line of 
demarcation is forming on both legs, 
his appetite is fair and steadily improv­ 
ing, his wan and vacant look is slowly 
vanishing. His mind is buoyant. 
“ The young man Soma is of medium 
stature and weight and is inured to 
daily labor and exposure in this North­ 
ern land. 
The case is of interest as 
showing how long vitality can be pro 
longed under the influence of exposure, 
cold and want of food. It is of interest 
as showing the length of time durra 
which existence can be maintained 
water alone is taken.” 


An old planter in India, whose word 
I .ca lily believe, assured mc that the 
>.*ik* lining of some grain-bins was 
eaten through and mended, and eaten 
through again several times by rats, 
aud that the performance was quite 
skillful, in that the bins were built on 
brick pillars, aud great care was taken 
never to leave anything beneath for the 
rats to Maud upon. 
But, nevertheless, 
they managed repeatedly in some way 
to gnaw through the wood and then 
through tile zinc until the grain fell 
out. 
I was living for a few mouths in an 
isolated, swampy district, and as a 
natural consequence, the place being 
excessively unhealthy, I was frequently 
attacked by tliu constant companions 
of Indian jungle life, fever aud ague. 
The bungalow was a very rough build­ 
ing, and had been put up in a great 
hurry, and every time the wind alew 
with any violence I anticipated it com­ 
ing down in a space of time even less 
than that in which it was put up. 
When laid up with fever, and unable to 
read, I used to watch the rats running 
about the beams and rafters of the 
roof. Their performances would have 
put Blondin altogether to shame. 
I 
amused myself by waiting until the 
rats got into difficult parts of the roof, 
and then clapped my hands to startle 
them 
But endeavoring to cause them 
to lose their balance *was utterly futile. 
They always got out of sight in safety. 
I sometimes had something eatable left 
•n tho table, and then watched the 
maneuvers of tho rats to carry it away. 
I was sorry afterward, because they 
got impudent and courageous, and 
Frequently stoic tilings intended for my 
own consumption. —Bradford {Can.)

Extra Care of Calves. 


T h e r e is no labor, food or C aro 
which makes a better return than extra 
attention to calves. Too often they are 
unprovided with pasture, but are in a 
close lot or tied un, and have only lim­ 
ited rations of milk twice a day, with­ 
out oats, meal or flaxseed. 'Healthy 
and thrifty animals with well-rounded 
bodies, their happy looks and actions 
repay ten-fold for their additional food 
and care. 
Besides, there is no wisdom 
iu starving a calf all summer, freezing 
it all winter, and then complain be­ 
cause the poor thing is not able to make 
a respectable shadow. 
Calves can be made to be worth 
twenty-five dollars at a year old by the 
aid 01 three dollars extra food, or they 
can be worth only five dollars by 
neglect.. On the one hand the owner 
ought to be deprived of sweet sleep at 
nights for his cruelty to such kind and 
innocent calves, and on the other ought 
to be and will be happy in viewing so 
noble and contented specimens of his 
tender care, and his neighbors will re­ 
joice that the oivner is able to pay his 
debts. There is too little oil or flax­ 
seed fed to calves. 
It is needed by 
them in their rapid development for 
bone and muscle. 
If farmers would 
raise and keep it for their own 
use. 
there is no cheaper or better 
food for calves, colts, horses, cows 
and even hogs. 
In winter especially, 
as more than forty per cent. of it is 
heat and fat-producing food, it should 
be more generally used. The oilmeal 
is onty the bran of the flaxseed, with 
all of the oil extracted which the most 
powerful iron presses can accomplish, 
leaving but little of the real virtues of 
the flaxseed in it. 
Tile seed is sold by 
farmers to the mills for one and a 
half cents per pound, and the refuse is 
sold by the mills at thirty dollars per 
ton or one and a half cents per pound, 
when one pound of flaxseed is worth 
three 
of meal. 
Farmers could mix 
one bushel of flaxseed to four of oats or 
com and get them ground at feed mills, 
and they would have just what they 
want and their stock need. 
When the 
time comes that fanners are indepen­ 
dent enough to have their own flaxseed, 
without being mortgaged to oil mills, 
then it will be possible for any one to 
buy flaxseed, it he does not raise it. 
There are no farmers but should use 
some every year, wrhile others should 
use largely. 
But we are now pleading for present 
care of calves. 
If there is neither flax­ 
seed or oil meal to be had, wheat mid­ 


work is required of him each day, and 
when his day ends, the achievement 
passes beyond the range of mere animal 
instinct and attains the plane of reason 
and intelligence. Horsecar drivers tell 
marvelous stories of the intelligence dis 
played by the animals 
under their 
charge. 
A driver on one of the Four­ 
teenth Street cars is strongly of the 
opinion that horses know how to count. 
If this rather unusual statement is 
tioned, the driver simply says: “ 
if they don’t,how are you goingto explain 
this?” and then he goes on to say that 
each car makes nineteen trips per day. 
There are four horses used, three mak­ 
ing Ave trips. At the end of each trip, 
the car is driven into the stables and 
then turned upon the turning-tabie. Af­ 
ter the car is turned the horses are 
changed if it is the proper time, before 
the car starts back on the trip. The 
horses will hiake the four trips, going 
in and out of the stable without any dif­ 
ficulty. At the end of the fifth trip, ii 
for any reason it is necessary to send the 
car back, it is almost impossible to get 
the horse out of the stable. 
He holds 
back, resists, and it requires the united 
exertions of several men before the 
animal can be induced to move. The 
horse has kept strict account of the trips 
and knows that he has finished his day’s 
work, and ought to go to his stall. The 
same thing occurs if the attempt is made 
to make the horse that has only four 
trips take an additional one. With the 
drivers and stable men, who frequently 
witness such exhibitions, there is a firm 
belief in the mathematical ability of 
horses. The street-car men also tell an 
interesting yarn about the hill horse that 
works on tne hill between New York 
Avenue and II Street. 
His time for 
stopping work is very irregular, and he 
is sometimes taken to the stables with 
one car and sometimes with another. 
But the horse knows perfectly well when 
it is the intention to take him to the sta­ 
ble, and when he conies to the toy of 
the hill, instead of stopping, he starts off 
on a run. If the time 'for his going 
home was at all regular this singular 
intelligence might be explained, but 
whether it is early or late, the horse 
knows when he is going home. Until 
that time he plods along steadily and 
has never been known to make a mis­ 
take. One of the drivers explains it by 
the fact that the boy who has the horse 
'n charge usually sits on the dash board,

way in from the front platform. The 
horse sees that the boy has drawn his 
legs in instead of dangling them on the 
outside, and, by the inductive process 
of reasoning, he concludes that it is time 
to go home. 
He accordingly goes. 
Another horse always shies when he 
passes a certain corner after dark, be­ 
cause some four or five years ago he was 
frightened at that place.— Washington

Preparation,/or Wheat. 
A f a l l o w is the beat preparation 
for wheat, especially on clay soil or 
land infested by weeds. 
But it is 
thought to require too much labor, so 
stubble is turned down. 
An improve­ 
ment here can be made, as practice has 
demonstrated, by first using the culti­ 
vator so as to get mellow soil to turn 
down. 
This is best done after a rain! 
when the ground works up fine. Plow 
and let it lie for several weeks, thus 
giving a chance for heat and air to act 
on the soil, working occasionally with 
harrow and roller, preceded by tho 
cultivator if required. 
In this way the 
soil throughout becomes tine and of 
equal texture, and is especially favora­ 
ble to fall growth, giving the wheat a 
good start 
If the soil lacks fertility a 
coat of manure applied after sowing 
will supply'the necessary enrichment, 
and the action of the manure on the 
soil develops new plant food, aided by 
heat and moisture. 
In such case the 
manure should be fine and well rotted 
so as to mix well with the surface soil. 
This preparation is almost equal to fal­ 
lowing, and is certain to establish the 
crop well and secure a good catch if 
grass seed is sown. 
Turning down mellow soil is not suffi­ 
ciently considered. 
In a fallow we get 
it; also in replowing fall-plowed land. 
The best root crop I ever knew was 
where the soil was deeply fined and 
then deeply turned under, the surface 
manured and thoroughly worked. And 
it is the same with wheat, which needs 
depth. Merely scratching the surface 
with the harrow, however fine it may 
make it, favors vegetation only a little 
and in the stall. 
Besides, the thin 
coating of mellow soil is a poor mulch 
and soon gets packed, making a solid 
body of earth incapable of withstand­ 
ing drought. This tined, the case is 
entirely different 
Moisture is now re­ 
tained and the roots have free play. 
In preparing the ground thus for wheat 
it has been found that the roller is of 
important service. 
It gives greater 
density to the soil without packing it 
too much, leaving it so that air and 
water readily penetrate it. 
This treat­ 
ment also lessens the weeds. 
Cia}’ soil 
is more particularly bene flied by it.—

N o t wishing to stay any longer than 
possible in scorching Batavia, we break­ 
fasted at the Hotel de9 Indes, and left 
by the 4:17 train for Buitenzorg. The 
scenery on the way there is delicious. 
At Buitenzorg is the palace of the Gov­ 
ernor-General, standing in the Botani­ 
cal Gardens, which are said to be the 
finest in the world. 
Here one can wan­ 
der for hours through avenues of every 
kind of tropical palm, obtaining anon 
glimpses of Salak through fairy-like 
vistas, and refreshed by the murmuring 
of many rippling streams of water. The 
orchids are a splendid collection, con­ 
taining specimens of nearly every known 
kind of Ladia, Dendrobium, Fria, Ilol- 
bophyllum, Cypripedium, and a host of 
others. A little further on, one conics 
to huge beds of ferns; here are the love­ 
ly Ceratezamia longiflora with its maize­ 
like seeds, Lepidozamia*, Macrozamia 
spiralis, etc., bordering the path, which 
leads on through plantations of gigantic 
Yucca and Pandanus, interspersed with 
Drachma? and Eucharis, to a regular for­ 
est of tree ferns, many of them upward 
of thirty feet high. Beyond this again 
lies a circular pool covered with water- 
lilies ; most conspicuous from its size is 
the Victoria regia, with leaves like soup 
plates, and two feet in diameter; oth­ 
ers are brilliant with red, salmon, white 
and blue flowers, quite dwarfing our 
poor little yellow English lily which 
grows next them—set there perhaps for 
the sake of comparison. One next en­ 
ters the bamboo avenues, which afford 
the densest shade, and then come the 
alms; one passes on one’s way tho

igelia pinnata, with its huge brown 
cucumber-like fruit, and beds of cratons, 
roses, etc. Nearly every palm is here— 
cocoanut, 
Oreoaoxa oleracea, 
with 
leaves twenty feet long, growing straight 
from the ground, 
and 
Motroxylon 
elatum with its hairy leaves; among 
them grow enormous creepers, one of 
which Minds in circles about the ground, 
and then goes over a palm tree and 
down again, upward of JOO feet long! 
seventy yards alone are on the ground. 
This garden is one which would afford 
interest and constant novelty for weeks 
to a botanist, or even to any one fond of 
scenery.—L o n d o r^ieU L ^^

A regular meeting of the City Council 
W'jis held, last evening. President Robin 
son iii the chair, and all the Aldermen 
being present. 
The journal of the last meeting was 
read and approved, and the usual nura- 
lier of iuiseoll;uieous bills were presented 
and referred to appropriate committees. 
Ald. Croft, of tho finance committ3e, 
reported in favor of the payment of Ban­ 
d o’ bills which were accordingly al­ 
lowed. 
Ald. Robinson, from a special committee 
having the pound matter in charge, report­ 
ed that Dr. Martin offered to rent his barn 
to the city for i>ound purposes for $25 
per year. The Council accepted this 
proposition. Ald. Croft alone voting 
against it. 
The Judiciary committee reported that 
the work of revising the charter had been 
completed, and was now Indore the logia- 
ature. 
Ald. Robinson moved that the H ilary of 
he City Treasurer be fixed at $1,200 for 
the next municipal year. Adopted. 
Adjournment was then taken. 


While it is a matter of congratulation 
to all law-abiding, and especially to all 
tax-paying citizens, that there are not so 
many gangs of tramps roaming this part 
of the country as two years ago, yet there 
are still more than Rock county cares to 
have, and any part of the land which may 
deem itself slighted should not hesitate 
to ask for its allowance, as any deficit can 
easily be made up from Die surplus here. 
What shall be done with the tramp, is 
still a query which finds as many different 
answers as there are different questions. 
Some urge bread and water diet, some 
long, 
some 
short, 
sentences, 
some 
a 
workhouse, 
and 
some 
cremation. 
But 
whatever 
may be 
the pet theory of any w’ould-be reformer, 
the facts as they stand are important fac 
tors in any discussion of the evil aud its 
remedy. 
The Gazette has by the expenditure of 
some time and labor, gathered as care­ 
fully as possible some of the facts as ap 
pouring upon the records. The difficulty 
of getting at the real facts, even from the 
records, becomes clearly apparent, at the 
very outstart of the task. It must be 
remembered that the same tramp often 
appears under different names, aud again 
the same name is often given by different 
tramps, but still by a careful search, aud 
a comparison of dates and descriptions, 
it becomes evident that many of these 
vagrants or tramps are professionals, aud 
not merely professionals, but they seem 
established in business here, aud are loth 
to leave for other climes. 
An examination of the records of the 
Police Court of this city shows that since 
the first of January there have been 130 
different persons brought before the bar 
to answer to the charge of vagrancy. The 
number of arrests made since January 
1st, is of course much larger than this, os 
some have been brought iu more than 
once. Of these 130 vagrants, 85 appear­ 
ed but once, and having served their sen 
truce have disappeared, but 45 of the 
number have bee?i convicted of vagrancy 
more than once during the winter, and 
some of them more than three and four 
times. 
Iii otlier words, of the 130 differ­ 
ent names which appear I looked for va­ 
grancy in less than two months, one-third 
appear as confirmed vagrants who refuse 
to leave town, after having suffered one 
sentence, while the other two-thirds are 
content to try new fields of conquest 
Of these 45 whose names appear more 
than once, 24 have l>een at least twice lie- 
fore tho bar, 12 have lieen at least three 
times, five have lieen there at least four 
tim**, and four have lieen sentenced 
more than four times for the same of­ 
fense. 
It will lie of interest to those who de­ 
light to discuss the tramp question to see 
how some of these personal records ap­ 
pear, when traced through the docket 
In many of these cases as soon as one 
term was served another arrest and eon 
viction followed immediately: 
John Kelley was arrested as a vagrant 
Nov. 15 and sentenced to two days; on 
Nov. 18 again arrested and sentenced to 
20 days; Dec. 8, arrested aud sentenced 
to IO days; Jan. 7, arrested aud sentenced 
to I day; aud Feb. 17 arrested and sen 
teuced to 5 days. 
Thomas Main, arrested Nov. 30, sen 
teuced to 30 days; Dec. 30, arrested again 
and sentenced to 30 days; Jan. 31 arrest­ 
ed aud sentenced to IO days; Feb. IO, ar­ 
rested and sentenced to 4 days; Feb. 15, 
arrested and sentenced to 5 days. 
Joseph Koeini is another clironic, ar­ 
rested Nov. 27, sentenced to 15 days: ar­ 
rested Dec. 13, sentenced to IO days; ar 
rested Dec. 24, sentenced to 7 days; ar 
rested at the expiration of that sentence 
Dec. 31, and sentenced to IO days; arrest 
ed January IO, and sentenced to IO 
days. 
John Clark is another one who has 
only disappeared after having served 
sentences one following closely upon the 
heels of the other: arrested Jan. 6, served 
a sentence, and again arrested Jan. 14, 
aud sentenced to 7 days; arrested Jan. 22 
sen ten cid to 8 days; arrested Jan. 31, 
sentenced to 7 days; arrested Feb. 8, sen­ 
tenced to 3 days—arrested aud sentenced 
five times since Jan. I, and seemed to 
rather enjoy it. 
Frank Wilson was arrested Nov. 22, 
and sentenced to 5 days; again Dec. 27 
sentenced to 3 days; on getting out again 
arrested and sentenced to IO days; and 
Jan. 7 sentenced to 30 days. 
John 
Bhealey, 
a drunken vagrant, 
was arrested Oct. I, and given 5 days for 
being drunk; arrested on the 9Ui for 
drunkenness aud given 12/lays; arrested 
the 22d, at the expiration of sentence, aud 
given 18 days more; arrested Nov. l l , 
this 
time 
for 
vagrancy, and 
sen­ 
tenced to 60 days more, and on expira­ 
tion of that sentence was arrested Jan. 8, 
for being drunk, aud was persuaded to 
leave town. 
John Gleason was sentenced Jan 29 to 
7 days; again Feb. 7 to 5 days, and again 
Feb. 14 to 15 days, and is still in jail with 
good prospects for the future. 
Michael Kiefe is another bright and 
shining light; arrested Dec. 27, and sen­ 
tenced to 7 days; Jan. 17 sentenced tp 7 
days; Feb. 2 to 7 days, and Feb. IO io 3 
days, and was then allowed to leave town 
for Die town’s good. 
Thomas Scott has had an interesting 
career; arrested Jan. 24, given IO days; 
again Feb. 4, given 3 days; Feb. IO, one 
day, and Feb. l l , the next day, arrested 
for being drunk and given 5 days. 
Frank Stewart was arrested Dec. 27 
for being drunk and jailed for 7 days; on 
getting out Jan. 4, arrested for being 
drunk and sentenced to 5 days; arrested 
as a vagrant Jan. IO, and sentenced to 30 
days; arrested yesterday again and sen­ 
tenced to one day. 
William Staunton is another vagrant of 


interesting career; arrested Jan. 12, sen­ 
tenced to 5 days; again Jan. 18, os soon 
as out, arrested and given 5 days more; 
on getting oat Jan. 24, sentenced to 
days more. 
Edward Tracy has a similar biography; 
arrested Jan. 5, sentenced to IO days; ar­ 
rested Jan. 15, sentenced to 7 days; and 
arrested Jan. 24, for being drunk and 
sentenced to 5 days. 
Frank Green is also had triplets; ar­ 
rested Jan. 7, given 5 days; arrested Jan. 
12, given 5 days; arrested Jan 25, given 7 
days. 
John Gilway was arrested Jan. 7, Jan. 
25, aud Jun. 31, three times in a mouth, 
and then left town. 
Frank Howard was arrested and sen­ 
tenced three times in January. 
Andrew Hnbble, George 'Johnson, 
John Ryan, John Barrett, and William 
Connors have been sentenced twice so 
far this month and are doing well. 
Fred Croft w’as 
convicted twice of 
vagrancy during January, and has not 
been heard from since. 
Charles Murphy was sentenced as a 
vagrant February 4, to 3 days; Feb. 8, to 
3 days more, and Feb. 12, for being drunk 
5 days. 
James Ryan was sentenced January 
18, to 7 days; January 26, to 7 days more, 
and February 3, to 5 days, and then sub­ 
sided. 
In all these cases it is interesting to 
notice the speediness with which an ar­ 
rest follows the expiration of a sentence. 
Many of them get into jail the same day 
they get out It is a self-evident fact to 
those who have watched these vagrants 
that they prefer, in cold weather, warm 
lodgings and hot meals, even in jail, to 
sleeping in a snow drift and munching a 
frozen crust though many of them seem 
to prefer even the latter to any sort of 
exercise which can be called work. Rath­ 
er than lose a chance to be arrested they 
put themselves in the path of the officers, 
and even hunt them up. 
The cost of caring for these tramps can 
easily be estimated in any one of these 
cases, by simply knowing that the J us- 
tice charges np $2.20 and the officer $2 42, 
making $4.62 for each vagrant, and then 
there are the Sheriff’s fees and $2.50 a 
week for board. 
Take, for instance, the 
vagrant William Staunton. 
In January 
he spent 17 days in jail, two weeks and a 
half, his board being $6.25, the costs of 
the Diree arrests and convictions being 
$13.86, and to say nothing of Sheriff’s 
fees it cost the county nearly $8 a week 
to keep him in jail. 
In the case of 
John 
Clark, 
who 
was 
arrested 
four times in January, the court and offi 
cera* costs amounted to four times $4.62, 
or $18.48, in a single [month, and with 
his board and Sheriff’s fees it cost the 
county al>out $7.50 a week to keep tins 
vagrant. 
It is evident that there is a chance for 
a change for the lietter in the present 
way of handling the tramps. 
While 
since the first of January two-thirds of 
the vagrants have been induced to leave 
town after short sentences, there has 
been alxnit one-third who seem to linger 
longer, and the showing with them is 
that short sentences are ouly an expen­ 
sive way of feeding aud lodging them. If 
the 
130 
vagrants 
whose 
names 
have been booked siuce January I, in 
the Police Conrt alone, had appeared but 
once each, which is far below the facts, 
these fees charged up by court and of­ 
ficers would reach $6C3—Dieu add the 
board bills and other expenses at the jail, 
and a total is reached which shows a 
rather expensive method of keeping the 
penniless wanderers, for less than two 
months. These facts are worth thinking 
over carefully.
